FIRE EATERS. 


The Trick of Breathing Flames and 
Sparks From the Mouth. 

Fire tricks were practiced in very 
ancient times. The first known fre 
breather was a Syrian slave named 
Eunus, a leader in the Servile war in 
Sicily, 130 B.C. He pretended to bare 
immediate communication with the 
gods. When desirous of inspiring bis 
followers with courage he breatbeu 
flames and sparks from his mouth, 

In order to accomplish this feat Eu 
nus pierced a nutshell at both ends, 
and, having filled it with some burn 
ing substance, he put it in his mouth 
and breathed through it. ‘The sume 
trick is performed today in a more 
approved manner, The performer roils 
some flax or hemp nto a Lal! about 
the size of a walnut, which he iets 
burn until it is nearly consumed. 
Then he fuils around it more flax 
while it is still burning. By this 
means the fire is retained in the ball 
for a long time, He slips this ball 
into his mouth unperceived and 
breathes through it. His breath re- 
vives the fire, and he sustains no !n- 
jury so long as he inhales only through 
bis nostrils, 

Various theories have been advanced 
to account for other feats of this sort 
performed by the ancients. An oid 
ordeal was the holding of a redhot 
iron by the accused, who was not 
burned if he were innocent. Probably 
some protective paste was used on the 
hands. The peculiar property of 
mineral saits, such as alum. in pro- 
tecting articles of dress from fire has 
long been known. An old Milanese 
devised a costume consisting of a 
cloth covering for the body which bad 
been steeped in alum. A _ metallic 
dress of wire gauze was added to this, 
and thus protected a man might walk 
on hot iron.—Harper’s.

THE POLITICAL CHANGE 


FORECAST OF THE SHUFFLE TO 
TAKE PLACE AT OTTAWA 


The New Government Will of Neces- 
sity Have to Summon Parliament 
at an Early Date—Desirable That 
New Government Should be in “Of- 
fice Before the Arrival of the Duke 
of Connaught. 


Ottawa.—It is a little too early yet 
to definitely forecast in detail political 
changes to be made as a result of the 
Conservative victory. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Mr, Borden will not be 
in a position to definitely announce 
their plans for a week or so, but 
meanwhile the probability of the situ- 
ation is being eagerly discussed at the 
capital, where the change of govern- 
ment is, of course, of especial interest. 
The premier and the other members 
of the government will hold a cabinet 
meeting as early as possible after the 
return of the ministers to the gity. 

Sir Wilfrid will, of course, leave to 
his successor the filling of all posi- 
tions now vacant, including two sen- 
ate vacancies, a judgeship in Ontario, 
and two county judgeships. The post 
of Canadian high commisioner in Lon- 
don, which wili be rendered vacant as 
soon as Lord Strathcona’s resignation 
is formally tendered, will be Mr. Bor- 
den’s first apple of discord. It is sug- 
gested that Hon. Clifford Sifton and 
Sir Hugh Graham may both want it 
as a reward for their services in the 
campaign. . t 

The change will be made with all 
possible speed in view of the pending 
departure of Earl Grey. It is desir- 
able’ that the new government should 
be in-office: before the arrival of the 
Duke’ of Connaught, so that his royal 
highness may not be embarrassed by 
arriving in Canada while political af- 
fairs are in-a state of transition re- 
quiring vice-regal action. Earl Grey’s, 
departure on October.6 may. now have 
to be postponed for a few days., After 
Sir Wilfrid formally tenders the re- 
signation of his government to Earl 
Grey, the latter will promptly ask Mr. 
Borden to form'a cabinet, He is for- 
tunate in that practically all the 
strong'men: of-his. party, with the ex- 
ception of C.*A. Magrath, of Medicine 
Hat, have been re-elected. He nee 
not, and probably will not, go outside 
the ranks of parliament, for the pres- 
ent at least, in making up his cabinet, 
although Premier McBride, of British 
Columbia; Premier Roblin, of Mani- 
toba; Hon. Frank Obchrane, of On-' 
tario and Premier. Hazeh, of New 
Brunswick, are suggested as possible 
provincial lieutenants. who will be 
asked to enter: the federal arena. All 
these are comfortably placed at pres- 
ent, and within the party ranks in the 
commons are men who have earned 
by past services, and who expect, 
cabinet preference... , 

The new government will of neces- 
sity have to summon parliament at 
the earliest possible moment, prob- 
ably the last week in October or the 
first week in November.. Supply was 
only partly voted when parliament 
dissolved. Already- in some of the de- 
partments therer is no money avail- 
able. There will probably be a session 
of a month or so to pass supply, to be 
followed by an, adjournment — until 
February, while the new government 
finds its bearings and prepares its 
legislative programme, ; 

One of the first difficulties: will be 
with regard to the naval policy. The 
tenders are in for the first ten ships of 
the new navy, and the first parlia- 
ment experience of Mr. Borden will 
be tested in his handling of this prob- 
lem. 

Laurier, despite his personal desire 
to retire with honor for a well-earned 
rest, to take his pleasure in his lib- 
rary and as a master essayist in na- 
tional and imperial political economy, 
will probably stay at the head of his 
party. .As leader of the opposition, he 
would still be a commanding figure in 
the house. With Mr. Borden as prem- 
ier and Sir Wilfrid as opposition lead- 
er, the game of political strategy in 
Canada should prove an intensely in- 
teresting one until the next election.

Stolypin during a gala performance at | 
the opera, and the premier suecumbed 
to the wound, Emperor Nicholas, the 
heir apparent, and the Grand Duch- 
esses Olga, Tatina Marie and Anas- 
tasia, who occupied the imperial box, | 
witnessed the shooting. Bogroff is 
about 24 years old and a graduate of |

It is most helpful to consider these 
men who were truly sent of God and 
who faithfully delivered His messages, 
The heart of all their messages was 
the one to whom they all bare witness 
(Acts x, 43); the one whom Ezekiel 
Saw a3 & man upon a throne (i, 26);

then taking place or about to take 
place as in chapter xii, and things yet 
future as in chapter xxxvii. :

Modern Coiffures Not In It With 
Those Once Popular. 


When it comes to hair-raising ef- 
fects the coiffures of our present day 
—no joke intended—are difficult to 
beat. At least that’s what the aver- 
age man hinks when in the theatre 
or music hall his astonished and be- 
wildered eyes take in the “effects’’ on 
all sides of him. Nothing, he would 
swear, ever looked more wonderfully 
complicated and in many cases more 
unbecoming than the queer arrange- 
ment of tresses in which many a wo- 
man takes pride. But this is not the 
only age of queer coiffures. Accord- 
ing to Dardin, when the wife of 
Charles VI., of France, put on a two. 
horned head-dress “the women of the 
time vied with each other as to who 
should wear the most handsome head. 
gear peaked like a steeple, and the 
tallest horns.” On the Paris Opera 
House being burned down in 1760, 
the feminine residents of the city 
would hear of nothing in coiffures ex- 
cept ‘“‘burned opera house.” The 
comet‘ of 1773 gave its name to a head. 
dress of flaming colored ribbons. The 
“Iphigenia coiffure’’—‘‘a wreath of 
flowers surmounted by a silver cres- 
cent, with a long white veil flowing 
behind,’” was suggested by a singer 
who wore the costume at a perform- 
ance of Glueck’s Iphigenie en Aulide. 
A swallow, pursued by a hawk, fell 
to the ground one day on a Pont 
Neuf, and straightaway an enterpris- 
ing modiste launched “the swallow 
coiffure.”” The visit of a Chinaman 
to Paris brought in an era of pointed 
shoes and hair arranged ‘‘a la Chin- 
cise’; the arrival of an  unwieldly 
pachyderm fluttered the whole French 
capital with a mania for caps “a 
elephant” or ‘‘au rhinoceros.” Un- 
der Marie Antoinette the hair was 
dressed “butterfly fashion,” or the 
ladies affected such coiffures as 
“spaniel’s ears,” “milk-sop,” ‘“‘cabrio- 
let,” ‘‘mad dog,’ or “sportsman in 
the bush.” In ‘the revolutionary 
period advanced French women wore 
bonnets of “‘the three orders,” ‘“‘Bas- 
tile’ bonnets. and ‘‘coiffures a la 
citoyenne.” Since the revolution the 
head dresses of women have gone 
through a variety of changes—from 
the “chapeau empire” and the Pari-

Lord Hardwicke Has Mined In Many 
Parts of the World and Has Escap- 
ed Death In Seve-al Forms—Lord 
Lyveden Has Bee: Actor, Steward 
and Gardener—Eirl of Egmont 
Was Seaman Befo-e the Mast: 


Open a British pe*rage book where 
you will, and you can scarcely fa‘l to 
find a page that does not contain at 
least one “‘rolling-stone,” in whose 
veins is an adventurous stra‘n which 
has carried him through many 
stronge adventures before he sub- 
sided into the dignity of the aristo- 
erat or the wearer cf a coronet. In- 
deed, you will find several of them 
wearing their coronets and helping to 
make our laws to-day. 

Few men have reached the House 
of Lords through stranger byways 
than the present Lord Hardw cke-- 
earl, viscount and baron. ‘‘When,”* 
he ‘says. ‘‘as a young man of twenty- 
four, I left England for a Tasmanian 
mine, I had no more idea that I 
should ever succeed to a title than 
the average working man.” ‘ 

In 1894 this peer-to-be was plying 
his pick in a silver-lead mine in 
Tasmania; a year later he was busy, 
pegging-out claims in the West Aus, 
tralia goldfields. From Australia ~h 
wandered all over the world on nid 
roundabout way to the gold mines o 
South Africa. ; 

“For ten years,” his lordship re 
calls, “I worked like a nigger, on 
wages which once sank as low as 5s. 
a day. I could tell you of long n‘ght 
shifts underground, at a temperature 
of 95 degrees, when there were 42 
degrees of ‘frost. up above; and of 
more than one”escape from a violent 
death.” 

Courtenay Robert Percy, third (and 

present) Lord Lyveden, can look 
back on a career even more adven; 
turous. before the House of Lords 
opened its doors to give him welcome: 
The son of a country parson. he was 
a private in the Royal Artillery be- 
fore most youths of his class have 
left Eton. Throwing off his uniform, 
he had a spell as strolling actor he- 
fore launching on the s'ngular and 
varied career which led him by de- 
vious ways to his coronet. 
. Among the many roles he played 
during these wandering years werd 
those of ship-stewgrd, ship-caterer, 
and market-gargener. In one menial, 
post or another he roamed all over 
the earth; on one memorable day 
narrowly escaping drowning, only 
to have a still narrower escape, an 
hour later, from falling masonry 
shattered by an earthquake. 

Oniy last year another famous 
*rolling-stone” disappeared from the 
Toll of peers in the Mabe of Augus- 
tus Arthur, Earl of Egmont, viscount 
and threefold baron, who, five-and- 
twenty years before he came to his 
unexpected earldom, was working as 
a common seaman before the mast, 
thus following in the footsteps of the 
late Earl of Aberdeen, who was wash- 
ed overboard to his death before he 
even began to think of claiming his 
titles. 

Weary:ng of the high seas the 
future Earl of Egmont came to Lon- 
don and put on a fireman's helmet 
for a time, before finding a snug 
berth as keeper of Chelsea Town Hall. 
A spell of work in a Cheshire salt- 
mine was followed by a trip to South 
Africa, from which he was summon- 
ed to his titles and his thousands of 
acres in Sussex and Ireland. 

Lord George Drummond, heir to 
the Perth earldom, some forty years 
ago turned his back on England and 
shipped as a stevedore, and played 
in succession the unaristocratic parts 
of porter, packer, and night-gateman 
on a railway, before ‘ll-health put 
an end to his activities; and, it is 
said, he owed h‘s support for some 
time before his death to his wife's 
busy and devoted needle, 

Thus, as we turn over the leaves 
of the peerage, the strange panorama 
of romance passes before our eyes. 
We see Lord Leitrim’s brother and 
heir stoking his way across the At- 
lantic to herd cows, as the present 
Ear] of Caithness ‘s said to have done 
before him, on his Berriedale ranch. 
“IT was tired of London society,”’ this 
heir to the Leitrim earldom said be- 
fore starting. “I have found that it 
is all artificial and unreal. Bo I 
have decided that if I stuck to Lon- 
don drawing-rooms my life would 
ferment into mere froth like those of 
the nobility around me.”

C. P. R. Operate New Lines 


It is stated that in a short time the 
entire line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway between Moose Jaw, Outlook, 
Kerrobert and Macklin, in Saskatche- 
wan, will be opened for traffic. Ser- 
vices have been operated for some 
time at either end of the line between 
Moose Jaw and Outlook and Macklin 
and Kerrobert, but it was only last 
month that the central portion of the 
line between Outlook and Kerrobert 
was completed. 

It is now 267 miles from Moose Jaw 
to Macklin, and _ construction 
was started north of Outlook in May, 
1910. The new line leaves Moose Jaw 
in a northwesterly direction, and runs 
through a_ rich farming country. 
Eventually it will form a junction 
with the Lacombe-Castor Branch at 
Kerrobert. When the whole line is

SLEEPING SICKNESS. 


The Grip This Dreadful Disease Takes 
Upon Its Victims. 

The course of the dreadful disease, 
sleeping sickness, is an extremely siow 
one. The first stage is said to last a 
year or more, and the cause of the dis- 
ease may be in the blood long before 
any symptoms whatever present them- 
selves. The patient has occasional 
fever; indeed, a disease hitherto called

of the lymphatic glands of the neck is 
a characteristic early symptom. This 
was known ip 1803 to Dr. Winterbot- 
tom, who states that slave traders, 
recognizing the symptom of a fatal 
disease, would net buy slaves who had 
this glandular enlargement. The pa- 
tient feels well and strong and is able 
to go about his usual occupations, 

The second stage is indicated by a 
distinct change in the appearance of 
the patient. His expression grows 
heavy and dull; he becomes apathetic, 
lies around a great deal and cannot 
exert himself. With the progress of 
the disease these symptoms become 
more marked; walking and speech be- 
come difficult and finally impossible, 
During the last week the sufferer lies 
in a state of complete coma, from 
which the illness derives its name. 
Often during the second stage of the 
disease the brain becomes affected, 
and some of the patients try to rup 
away into, the forests or swamps, 
where they die of exposure or starva- 
tion. To prevent this the relatives of 
a sufferer frequently chain bim down 
until the time comes whev he can po 
longer move.—McClure's Magazine,
